REPORT. 
Brethren  : — 

Another  Synodical  year  is  gone.  In  it  thousands  closed  their 
stewardship,  wound  up  their  probation,  and  finished  their  work, 
or  left  it  undone  forever.  But,  under  the  guardian  care  of  our 
Heavenly  Father,  we  have  survived  the  year,  and,  as  an  ecclesias- 
tical bod)-,  have  once  more  convened,  in  the  name  of  Christ.  For 
his  sustaining  grace,  and  inexpressible  goodness  to  us,  his  unwor- 
thy servants,  may  we  all,  with  united  hearts,  praise  his  holy  name, 
and  ask  his  presence  and  aid  in  all  our  deliberations  and  transac- 
tions, during  our  present  convention. 

Our  territory  being  very  large,  and  pastoral  districts  remote  from 
each  other,  the  President  is  not  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the 
state  of  all  the  charges,  to  report  accurately  to  your  honorable  body 
concerning  them  ;  especially  as  but  few  of  the  brethren  have  written 
to  him  on  this  subject ;  which  omission,  however  much  to  be  re- 
gretted, is  of  common  occurrence  in  our  Synod.

First  Ev.  Luth.  Church,  of  Adams  township,  Decatur  Co.,  la.,  of 
14  members.

Committee  No.  1. — Your  committee  appointed  to  examine  the 
President's  Report,  respectfully  report  the  following: 

While  death  has  swept  its  thousands  from  the  world,  we  rejoice 
that  it  has  not  taken  any  of  our  number  from  his  work  in  the  min- 
istry ;  for  which,  the  most  devout  gratitude  of  our  hearts  should  be 
rendered  to  God. 


The  President  complains  of  having  received  but  few  communi- 
cations this  year,  from  the  members  of  Synod,  which  causes  him  to 
have  but  a  limited  knowledge  of  the  progress  of  the  Savior's  king- 
dom in  our  bounds. 

Resolved,  That  we  in  the  future  take  a  deeper  interest  in  commu- 
nicating to  him  our  success  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord.  We  feel 
gratified  to  learn  from  this  document,  that  the  Lord  has  graciously 
poured  out  his  Spirit  on  many  of  our  churches,  increasing  their 
numbers  and  advancing  their  piety,  which  should  greatly  stimulate 
us  to  a  renewal  of  our  diligence  in  the  Master's  work.

Committee  No.  2. — The  document  referred  to  your  committee  for 
examination,  is  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  last  Convention  of 
this  body,  convene  1  September  24-28,  1852,  in  Ladoca.  la. 

Your  committee  find  the  following  items  of  unfinished  business 
claiming  the  attention  of  Synods — which,  on  motion,  were  acted  on 
separately. 

Item  1, — On  page  10th,  is  a  recommendation  requesting  the 
members  of  this  body  to  continue  the  inculcation  of  the  better  ob- 
servance of  the  Sabbath  during  this  year. 

Has  said  recommendation  been  complied  with?  The  roll  was 
called,  and  the  brethren  responded  affirmatively. 

Item  2,  page  16. — A  resolution  expressing  the  approbation  of 
this  Synod,  of  the  proposed  publication  of  a  "Western  Church  Pa- 
per," and  the  appointment  of  a  Publishing  Committee  of  two  mem- 
bers of  this  body,  to  confer  with  similar  committees  of  other  Synods. 
What  report  has  said  committee  to  make  ? 

The  committee  replied,  that  their  action  had  been  superseded  by 
the  action  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Wittenberg  College,  and 
that  again  being  ineffectual,  led  individuals  to  assume  the  respon- 
sibility, and  publish  said  paper. 

Item  3, — Is  a  proposition  to  alter  article  6,  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Home  Evangelization  Society. 

What  action  will  Synod  take  on  this  item  ?  After  much  discus- 
sion, the  proposition  was  voted  down. 

On  the  same  page,  is  a  resolution  appointing  a  committee,  con- 
sisting of  Revs.  D.  S.  Altman,  J.  Keller,  and  E.  R.  Guiney,  to  draft 
a  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  an  Education  Society,  to  be  organ- 
ized at  this  session  of  Synod.  Is  said  committee  ready  to  report? 
A  Constitution  was  real  by  Rev.  D.  S.  Altman,  and  on  motion  was 
laid  on  the  table,  to  the  time  of  Ed.  business. 

Jtem  4. — Refers  to  the  members  elected  by  this  Synod,  as  mem- 
bers of  the   Board  of  Directors  of  Wittenberg  College. 


Have  they  attended  any  of  the  meetings  of  said  board,  and  what 
report  have  they  to  make? 

For  satisfactory  reasons  only,  Rev.  D.   S.  Altaian  attended. 

The  undersigned  Director  of  the  Board  ol  Wittenberg  College, 
respectfully  reports,  that  he  attended  the  Spring  ami  Kail  examina- 
tions of  said  institution,  and  was  highly  gratified  with  the  manner 
in  which  the  students  acquitted  themselves,  their  thorough  ac- 
quaintance with  the  branches  taught,  and  the  ability  of  their  in- 
structors. Especially  was  he  gratified  with  the  examination  of  the 
Theological  Class,  which  gave  such  entire  satisfaction  to  every 
friend  of  Scriptural  revivals. 

May  God  speed  the  day  when  all  our  Colleges  and  Theological 
Seminaries,  shall  take  the  high  position  of  Wittenberg,  and  train 
all  our  young  men  to  be  scriptural,  apostolical  revivalists.  A  great 
amount  of  business  was  attended  to  ai  each  meeting  of  the  board. 
One  important  item  was  the  appointment  of  Rev.  J.  J.  Miller, 
Anient  for  the  College.  The  Institution  is  in  a  flourishing  condition, 
embracing  during  the  last  year  189  students,  a  very  lar^e  number 
of  whom  have  the  ministry  in  view.

Committee  No.  3. — Your  committee,  to  whom  were  handed  the 
following  papers,  respectfully  report : 

That  Nos.  1  an  I  2  are  constitutions  an.l  applications  undersigned 
by  a  number  of  members  of  Eel  River,  Allen  county,  and  Tabor 
Evangelical  Luth.  Churches,  of  Miami  county,  la.,  under  the  pas- 
toral care  of  Rev.  H.  Wells.  There  is  nothing  in  these  constitu- 
tions which  would  prohibit  their  hearty  reception  into  this  body. 

No.  3,  Is  an  application  from  St.  Paul's  Evang.  Lutheran  con- 
gregation of  Fayette  county,  Indiana,  for  reception  into  this  Synod. 
The  congregation  consists  of  30  members,  and  has  adopted  a  con- 
gregational Constitution,  with  the  Formula  of  GoTernment  of  the 
General  Synod. 

No.  4,  Is  a  similar  document  from  St.  John's  Evang.  Lutheran 
Church,  of  Union  county,  Ind.,  with  similar  constitution  and  ap- 
plication. This  congregation  is  composed  of  12  members; — both 
of  these  congregations  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  J.  B.  Oliver. 
Your  com.  recommend  that  the  above  four  congregations  be  received 
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into  regular  connection  with  this  Synod,  and  that  Dr.  D.  Bea- 
ver, the  delegate  from  the  latter  two,  be  received  as  a  member  of 
this  body. 

No.  5,  Is  an  Ordination  Certificate  of  the  Rev.  J.  F.  Hartman, 
from  the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Indianapolis,  da- 
ted October  1,  1849,  signed  by  J.  F.  Isensee,  Pres.,  and  0.  Hun- 
ger, D.  D.,  Sec. 

No.  6,  Is  an  application  from  said  Rev.  Hartman  to  this  Synod, 
desiring  to  be  received  as  a  member  of  the  same.  He  also  states 
that  he  was  sent  as  a  missionary  by  Rev.  Gossner  of  Berlin,  and 
recommended  to  the  Pittsburgh  Synod,  from  which  he  received  a 
license  to  preach,  and  afterwards  settled  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  ap- 
plied, was  received,  and  ordained  by  the  Indianapolis  Synod. 
He  also  states,  that  on  account  of  the  unevangelical  practices  of 
said  Synod,  and  a  sincere  love  of  peace,  he  voluntarily  separated 
himself  from  said  body. 

No.  7,  Is  a  regular  dismission  at  bis  own  request  from  said  Syn- 
od, dated  Oct.  2,  1851,  signed  by  0.  Hunger,  D.  D.,  President  of 
the  Indianapolis  Synod.  Rev.  Hartman  has  therefore  been  about 
two  years  disconnected  from  said  Synod.  Your  committee  recom- 
mend that  this  Synod  have  a  friendly  colloquium  with  Rev.  Mr. 
Hartman. 

No.  8,  Is  a  communication  of  14  members  of  the  First 
Evang.  Lutheran  congregation,  of  Adams  Township,  Decatur  Co., 
Ind.,  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  J.  Keller,  containing  their 
regular  organization,  and  an  application  to  this  Synod  for  recep- 
tion. They  have  adopted  the  Formula  of  Government  and  Disci- 
pline of  the  General  Synod  as  the  basis  of  their  organization. 

No.  9,  Is  the  constitution  of  St.  Matthew's  Evang.  Lutheran 
congregation  of  Richmond,  Ind.,  accompanied  with  a  petition  to 
this  Synod,  to  be  received  into  connection  with  the  same.  This 
document  is  undersigned  by  13  names  of  the  congregation. 

No.  10,  Is  the  constitution  of  the  Engliih  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Congregation,  of  East  Germantown,  Wayne  County,  Indiana, 
which  is  likewise  accompanied  with  an  application  signed  by  28 
persons  for  reception  into  this  body.  Both  these  congregations  are 
under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  D.  S.  Altman. 

In  reference  to  the  above  constitutions  and  applications,  your 
committee  remark,  that  they  find  nothing  which  conflicts  with  the 
spirit  of  the  constitution  of  this  Synod,  and  therefore,  recommend 
them  to  this  body    for  reception.

T.  W,  Sargent,  based 
on  1  Cor.  11  :  28.  Theme, — ••  Self-Examination."  This  sermon 
is  Biblical  and  Practical,  and  if  properly  delivered,  calculated  to 
effect  good.  Your  committee  recommend  a  renewal  of  this  Broth- 
er's   license. 

No.  2,  Is  the  journal  and  a  number  of  skeletons  of  Rev.  D.  Sum- 
mers, a  licentiate  of  this  bo  ly.  Your  committee  is  pleased  with 
the  manner  in  which  this  journal  has  been  kept,  and  with  the  in- 
dustry and  fidelity  it  exhibits  of  this  Brother's  efficiency  in  the 
vineyard  of  the  Lord.  From  it  we  learn  that  since  our  last  meet- 
ing he  has  preached  138  times.  His  skeletons  are  well  arranged, 
showing  much  care  in  preparation,  and  well  calculated  to  edify  the 
Christian  and  alarm  the  impenitent.  His  sermon  founded  on  Isa. 
55:  6-7,  is  methodically  arranged.  Biblical  inspirit, — exceeding- 
ly interesting  and  soul-stirring  in  its  nature.

Item  1,  Is  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  Evang.  Lutheran  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  convened  at  Newton,  Catawba  county,  N.  C, 
April  29th,  1853.  The  officers  are  :  Revs.  J.  A.  Lynn,  Pres.,  L.  C. 
Groceclose,  Rec.  Secretary,  S.  Scherer,  Cor.  Secretary,  and  M. 
Barrier,  Esq.,  Treas.  The  number  of  ministers  11,  churches  25, 
communicants  2513.  These  brethren  are  earnestly  engaged  in  the 
work  of  God. 

Item  2,  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  P.  Glenn,  who  was  appointed  a  del- 
egate to  represent  the  Synod  of  the  South  West  at  this  Convention. 
His  circumstances  are  such,  he  says,  as  to  prevent  him  being  pres- 
ent at  our  meeting  of  Synod,  and  asks  to  be  pardoned.  He  states 
that  the  brethren  of  the  Synod  of  the  South  West  feel  a  deep  in- 
terest in  our  prosperity,  and  desire  that  the  harmony  and  co-opera- 
tion hitherto  existing  between  these  bodies  may  continue.  Your 
committee  recommend  that  this  brother  be  excused,  although  we 
exceedingly  regret  his  absence. 

Item  3,  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  C.  Kuhl,  President  of  the  Synod 
of  Illinois.  He  states,  that  the  Rev.  G.  Wolf  was  appointed  a  del- 
egate to  this  body,  but  that  he  has  since  withdrawn  from  their 
Synod,  and  hence  cannot  represent  it.  The  President,  however, 
assures  this  body  of  the  warmest  sympathy  and  co-operation  on  the 
part  of  the  body  over  which  he  presides,  in  our  common  labors  of 
faith  and  love,  and  desires  that  our  hitherto  friendly  feelings  may 
never  be  impaired.  He  states,  that  their  next  annual  session,  will 
be  held  on  the  15th  of  September,  1853,  in  the  city  of  Quiney,  Il- 
linois, where  they  will  be  very  happy  to  greet  a  delegate  from  this 
Synod.

Pursuant  to  recommendation  of  committee  No.  3,  item  7,  a 
friendly  colloquium  was  held  between  the  Synod,  and  Rev.  J.  F. 
Hartman,  on  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  the  church.  After  numer- 
ous questions  and  answers,  the  colloquium  was  deferred  to  a  future 
period.

Twenty  Lutheran  Synods  of  the  U.  S.  A.,  are  now  connected  with 
this  Synod.  Much  business  of  a  general  interest  to  the  Churchj 
was  transacted. 

1st  Item  of  interest  we  mention,  is  the  noble  plan  of  creating  a" 
^'Pastor's  Fund,"  for  the  Christian  purpose  of  aiding  the  worn  out 
soldier  of  the  cross,  and  those  dependant  on  him  in  old  age,  in 
sickness,  or  in  want. 

From  the  minutes  of  Synods  connected  with  the  General  Synod, 
it  is  evident  that  the  moral  reforms  of  the  day  are  making  encour- 
aging progress,  such  as  the  better  observance  of  the"  Sabbath  move- 
ments, Temperance  efforts,  &c. 

Literary  institutions  are  more  fully  appreciated,  and  revivals  of 
religion  are  becoming  more  general. 

The  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  all-important  principles  of  the  Ref- 
ormation of  the  16th  century,  and  their  salutary  effect  on  the  reli- 
gions and  civil  liberties  of  the  nations  of  the  earth,  and  in  view  of 
the  formidable  and  undisguised  opposition  of  the  Romish  Priest- 
hood to  these  principles  in  this  country,  it  becomes  the  solemn  du- 
ty of  the  Protestant  Churches,  to  watch  the  movements  of  the  Pa- 
pal Hierarchy,  and  to  counteract  them  by  all  practicable  and 
Christian  means. 

Resolved,  That  one  of  the  best  methods  under  God  of  accom- 
plishing this  end*  is  the  general    dissemination    of   the    doctrine*) 
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principles,  and  history  of  the  glorious  Reformation— and  dial  fof 

this  purpose,  it  is  hereby  again  recommended  to  the  Ministry  of  the 

Synods  connected  with  this  "General  Synod,"  annually  to  .it-liver 
a  discourse  on  these  important  topic*,  on   or   near  the    Srtt  day  of 

October.  «    v 

Your  committee  recommend  that  this  Synod  concur  in  the  spirit 

of  the  above  resolutions. 

The  Foreign  Missionary  Society  presents  many  encouraging  fea- 
tures. Upwards  of  five  thousand  members  have  been  collected  in- 
to Churches  by  the  labors  of  Foreign  Missionaries,  and  by  those  s 

number  of  Missionaries  are  now  sustained  on  said  field,  who  ass 
the  instrument.-,  of  much  good,  through  the  blessing  of  God,  to  many 
more  poor  heathen. 

The  Home  Missionary  presents  many  promising  features.  From 
May  15,  1850,  to  May  19,  1853,  $4,839,70  were  received  into  the 
Treasury  ;  and  since  the  last  meeting  of  Synod,  38  laborers  have 
been  commissioned  to  go  and  labor  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord. 
Some  of  them  are  in  the  West,  and  are  greatly  aiding  in  building 
up  the  waste  places  of  our  Zion. 

The  Parent  Education  Society  also,  since  the  lost  meeting  of 
Synod,  has  sent  out  17  young  men  as  workmen  for  God.  Thirty- 
one  are  still  on  its  funds.  We  recommend  to  Synod  every  possible 
effort  to  sustain  these  Societies  in  their  labors  oi'  love  in  behalf  of 
the  church. 

The  last  item  of  interest  we  mention,  is  the  Church  Extension 
Society.  This  is  a  most  praiseworthy  object,  and  it  ought  to  re- 
joice our  hearts  that  something  is  finally  doing  in  this  direction; 
Your  committee  recommend  the  reading  of  the  Constitution  of  said 
Society  before  Synod.  Also,  we  recommend  the  special  action  o( 
Synod,  on  said  document.

elical   Lutheran    Church,  according   to  the  following  regulations, 

iz: 

1.  No  young  man  shall  be  received  on  the  funds  of  this  Society, 
mo  does  not  furnish  satisfactory  evidences  of  his  being  born  of 
ae  Spirit,  called  to  serve  God  in  the  ministry,  and  possessed  of  the 
ecessary  talents,  to  become  an  acceptable  minister  of  Jesus  Christ. 

2.  Any  young  man  who  may  feel  disposed  to  take  a  full  Aca- 
emic,  Collegiate,  and  Theological  course,  may  receive  the  benefits 
fthis  Society's  funds.  Aid  will  also  be  extended,  to  young  men  of 
uitable  character  and  abilities  who    may  not  feel  disposed  to  take 

full  collegiate  course,  underthe  following  regulations,  viz: 

(a.)  Any  young  man  over  20  years  of  age,  of  the  above  men- 
ioned  qualifications,  who  may  desire  to  study  for  the  Gospel  min- 
stry,  but  not  disposed  to  take  a  full  Collegiate  course,  shall,  never- 
theless, be  required  to  study  at  least  the  following  branches  ;  Eng- 
ish  Grammar,  Geography,  Ancient  and  Modern  History,  Rhetoric, 
floral  Science,  Mental  Philosophy,  Physiology,  Evidences  of  Chris- 
ianity,  Logic,  Political  Economy,  an  I  Greek  enough  to  read 
he  New  Testament,  together  with  as  much  Latin  as  he  can  study  in 
he  Preparatory  Department,  and  a  full  Theological  course. 

(b.)  Any  young  man  under  20  years  of  age.  of  the  above  men- 
ioned  character  and  abilities,  shall  be  requited  to  pursue  his  studies 
■egularly  until  the  end  of  the  Freshman  year,  and  also  all  the  Eng- 
ish  Branches  of  the  above  course,  to  which  he  has  not  already  at- 
ended. 

'3.  The  Synod,  however,  shall  have  power,  when  in  session,  to 
lepart  in  particular  cases  from  the  above  mentioned  rules,  and 
nay  prescribe  such  other  regulations  as  may  appear  to  them  most 
udicious. 

Art.  111.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  Sec- 
etary,  Treasurer,  and  Executive  Committee.  The  President,  Secre- 
ary,  and  Treasurer,  shall  be  annually  elected.  The  Executive 
Committee  shall  consist  of  the  members  of  this  Synod,  elected  as 
(embers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Wittenberg  College. 

Art.  IV.  Everv  member  of  this  Society  shall  pay  the  sum  ofone 
ollar  at  the  time  of  admittance,  and  annually  the  same  sum  ;  and

Art.  V.  Each  beneficiary  of  this  society  shall  be  require:!  t 
give  his  note  to'the  Treasurer  of  this  Society  for  the  amount  received! 
One-half  of  which  shall  be  canceled,  when  he  has  finished  hi 
Collegiate  and  Theological  course,  and  enters  the  ministry.  Th- 
remainder  shall  be  paid  as  follows:  one-third  three  years  after  Hj 
has  entered  the  ministry,  and  the  balance  in  two  annual  install 
ments,  without  interest,  after  five  years,  interest  will  be  demandet 
on  aSl  that  remains  unpaid,  unless  Synod  shall  direct  otherwise 
Any  young  man  receiving  a  loan  from  this  society,  who  may  dis 
continue  his  studies  previous  to  entering  the  Lutheran  ministry 
without  the  consent  of  Synod,  or  who  may  be  found  guilty  of  im 
moral  conduct,  (which  may  God  in  mercy  forbid,)  and  thereby  bti 
dismissed  by  Synod,  shall  be  required  to  refund  the  whole  amount 
with  full  interest  from  date,  within  one  year  after  he  leaves  the  In 
stitution,  or  is  dismissed  by  Synod. 

Art.  VI.  The  funds  of  this  Society  shall  be  raised  by  annual 
contributions,  Collections  or  Life  Memberships,  or  appointing  ar. 
agent  to  canvass  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  Synodical  District. 

Art.  VII.  This  Society  shall  he  a  branch  of  the  Parent  Educatior 
Society  of  the  General  SynoJ,  with  the  provision  of  being  permitted 
to  disburse  its  own  funds. 

Art.  VIII.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any 
regular  meeting  of  Synod  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present.
